ALat it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, respectfully submit the following 
General Report of our proceedings during the year 189G. 

Since the date of our last Report, two changes have occurred in the constitution of 
our Commission. Mr. Pigot, wlu> had been a member of our Board for many years 
previous to its roconstitutiou in 1891, and who was one of the “continuing Com- 
missioners" under the now Scheme, tendered his resignation to your Excellency. In 
September, 1896, your Excellency was pleased to appoint Mr. James Henry Monahan, 
one of Her Majesty’s Counsel, to bo a Commissioner in Mr. Pigot’s place. And in 
December, 1890, tlie Very Rev. Dr. Maguire, who had represented the Donegal Roman 
Catholic Board of Education since the elate of the Scheme, intimated his intention not 
to seek re-election. In his place, the Donegal Roman Catholic Board have elected the 
Very Ilev. James M'Giuloy, Dean of St. Patrick’s College, Maynooth, to be their 
representative. In all other respects, the constitution of our Commission remains, 
unchanged. 

The names of tho persons constituting the Board, as it exists at present, are set out 
infra, Appendix A, No. L, p. 8. 

We held quarterly meetings on January 8, April 14, July 14, and October 20, and 
a Special Meeting on February 25. A Table of the Attendances of the Commissioners 
is given infra, Appendix A. No. I1T., p. 9. At the first meeting of the year, we 
elected tho Rev. Robert M'Choyno Edgar to bo our Chairman, and the Right Rev. 
Monsignor Molloy to bo oUr Vice-Chairman. 

The Standing Committee continued, during tho year, to discharge the general and 
routine business which had been entrusted to it. This Committee met twenty-one 
times, as shown in the Table infra. Appendix A, No. IV., p. 9, which also gives the 
attendances of tho members. Tho names of the Commissioners who now constitute 
the Standing Committee are set out infra, Appendix A, No. II., p. 8. 

Mr. Thomas 11. Fleming, who has boon our Clerk and Accountant for a period of 
over fifty-seven years, has tendered his resignation owing to increasing physical infirmity. 
In tho courso of a correspondence with Your Excellency on the subject of Mr. Fleming’s 
superannuation, we have adverted to tho meritorious character of his services, and we 
gladly take this opportunity of publicly placing on record our entire satisfaction with 
the manner in which ho discharged liis duties. 

In Appendix B, infra, pp. 10-18, we print our Accounts for the year, together with 
Ike Report of the Auditor appointed by the Local Government Board to audit tho same. 
Our Receipts, from all sources, amounted to £8,337 4.?. 7d. Our Expenditure was 
^i 664 is. Id., of which £2,244 12s. id. was absorbed by charges on our Estates, and

other payments connected with Estate Management, and ,£1,745 16s. 2d. was appli^ 
in payment of retired Masters’ annuities. b or Educational purposes, wa distributed 
or applied the sum of £4,414 2s. Id. 

In Tables IV., V., Appendix B, we give summaries of our Estate Management for 
the year to November, 1695.

Maintenance and

In our Report for the year 1895, we commented on the manner in which the Schools 
which were selected to share in these Endowments carried out the purpose for which 
they were established. Our Secretary, Mr. Murphy still discharges the duties of 
Inspector appointed by Your Excellency. He has furnished to us a General Report of 
the results of his inspection, which we print in Appendix C, infra , page 19, aud to 
which we beg to refer. "We are pleased to report that the ten Schools in question have 
all fulfilled the necessary conditions required by the Scheme to eutitle them to share 
in the Endowments. The number of pupils on the School Rolls was 58S, being a sub- 
stantial increase on the corresponding number for 1895. The number of pupils who 
were in average attendance and who regularly received Intermediate Education during 
the year was 551, being a slight increase on 1895. There has been a very substantial 
increase in the number of pupils who were entered for the Intermediate Examinations, and 
while the number who passed (167) showed but an increase of two pupils over the previous 
year, the Inspector has satisfied himself that the proficiency of the pupils was, on the 
whole, greater 'than that which was displayed in the year 1895. 

The Schools are sufficiently well maintained, and sufficiently supplied with teachers 
and school equipment, but we have to repeat the observations we made last year as to 
the want, in all the Schools, of adequate provision for the teaching of Experimental 
Science and Chemistry. 


Local Boards. 27 tc Local Boards of Education. — In Appendix D, infra, pp. 20-38, we print the 

Annual Reports of these Boards. 

Armagh. Armagh District. — The Armagh Protestant Board report that no candidates entered 

for the Free Place Examination held by them. In addition to the Free Place Scholar- 
ships, this Board offered one Scholarship of Twenty Guineas and one of Ten Guineas 
for competition amongst boys under twelve years of age at the Entrance Examination 
to the School. Three candidates competed, but the Ten Guinea Scholarship was the 
only one awarded. 

The Roman Catholic Board refer to the numbers in attendance and to the numbers 
receiving instruction at St. Patrick's College ; they also set out the names of those 
pupils who were successful at the Intermediate Examinations, among whom there was 
one who. was over-age. The Intermediate Ptesults with regard to this College show a 
marked improvement over those of the year 1895. 

Cavan ' Cavan District.— The Cavan Protestant Board duly held their meetings during the 

year and discharged their duties under the Scheme. Through accidental causes, but 
three meetings were held during the twelve months covered by the Report. The Royal 
School is efficiently maintained and is doing good work, although there has not been 
any substantial increase in the numbers over 1895. 

The Cavan Roman Catholic Board report that the large increase in the attendance at 
St. Patrick’s College has been maintained, 

Donegal. Donegal District. — The Donegal Protestant Board display great interest in the welfare 

of Raphoe Royal School ; they held no less than nine meetings during the year. They 
report the continuing progress of the School, and point to a substantial increase in tbe 
number of pupils. Three pupils competed for the Free Place Examinations, of whom two 
were successful. 

The Donegal Roman Catholic Board duly transacted their business during the year. 
They draw attention to the deficiency, in tbe knowledge of English Grammar, Composi- 
tion, Euclid, and Algebra, shown by the candidates for prizes in St. Eunan’s Seminary, 
and they refer with approval to the action of the President of that College in calling the 
attention of the National School Teachers of Donegal to this matter.

Fermanagh District . — Tho Fermanagh Protestant Board held five meetings during Forman, gh. 

. ear _ They report the great prosperity of For tor a 1 loyal School, under the 
the acremeat of Dr. Biggs, and certify to the efficiency of his assistants. They refer in 
j[ to the results of the Intermediate Examinations. 
e The Board held two Free Place Examinations ; thcro were three candidates at euch, 
and all the candidates were admitted except one. 

The Report of the Homan Catholic Board notes the very keen competition for Free 
places in St. Macartcn’s Seminary. Four of these places wero offered, for which 
eighteen candidates presented themselves, ten of whom secured over GO per cent, of the 
narks. The four places wore duly awarded, and tho Examiners roported that the 
lowering of most ol the candidates wius highly satisfactory. 

Extensive sanitary improvements have boon carried out in tho Sominary at a cost 

of about £1,000. 

The School is satisfactorily carried on by an efficient staff of masters. 

Tyrone Distncl. — The Protestant Board held seven meetings during tho year. Tyrone. 

They record their satisfaction with tho arrangements, equipment, and condition of 
Dungannon Royal School. They express their gratification with the contained success 
of the school, and pay a tribute to the zeal, efficiency, and domoauour of the teaching staff. 

Seven candidates competed for two Free Places, both of which wore awarded to 
successful competitors. 

The Tyrone Roman Catholic Board announce the satisfactory progress of the pupils 
of St. Patrick’s Academy. Thirteen pupils competed for Free Places, four being 
awarded — two to boys and two to girls. 

Before wc leave this subject, there is a matter of serious import to the well-being of Special matter 
the Schools, which wo deem it our duty to bring under the special consideration of your f,,r Report. 
Excellency. It will lie seen from our accounts, that, while the total incotno of the Royal 
School Estates amounted to .£5,751 9s. id., the net sum wliich was applicable for 
Educational purposes amounted only to .£'3,474, that is to say, to about 59 per cent, of 
the gross income of the Estates. It will also be observed that a very large proportion 
of the Estate outgoings consist of the annuities payable to retired Masters, wliich 
are secured as a first charge on tho Estates, after tho payment of the cost of the 
management. 

A large number of tho tenants on the Estates in question aro entitled to proceed, and, Reductions o 
to a considerable extent, have actually taken the necessary steps, to have their rents Rents by Lam 
fixed by the Land Commission Courts, either for tho first time, or on the expiration of Commission, 
the first statutory term created under the Land Act of 1881; and we are confidently 
assured by our agonts, and from the information we possess wc have every reason to 
believe, that the effort of tho Land Commission decisions, many of which will be given 
iu the near future, will reduce, to a very considerable extent, the amount which we at 
present receive from those Estates by way of rent. 

The result of this, in the caso of the Armagh Endowment, will bo nothing short Result on 
of disastrous, so far as tho causo of education is concerned. At prosent less Education, 
than 44 per cent, of tho incomo of this Endowment is available for educational pur- 
poses, and if, as there is good reason to believe, having regard to recent Laud Court 
decisions, tho Rental bo further reduced by 15 or 20 per cent., the amount available 
for the maintenance of tho two Schools served by this Endowment will not be more , 
than £350. As things stand, the amount at present available for tho maintenance * 1711110 ' 
of Armagh Royal School barely suffices for the purpose, and, if this amount suffer tho 
reduction which we fear is inevitable, there will l>o no course loft to tho Armagh 
Protestant Hoard but to discontinue the School. 

In the Tyrone and Fermanagh districts, tho result of tho further diminution of Tyrone an«l 
income which we apprehend, will very seriously impair tho efficiency of the four Schools Vonunnugli. 
which are at present so successfully carried on in those districts. 

Under these circumstances, wo think it right to represent to Your Excellency the Representation 
necessity of some provision being made to moot the case. Wo have no funds which to His 
can be used, in any way, in aid of the Ulster Royal School Endowments, nor do we Excellency. 
k?°w of any source whence the necessary funds could bo obtained, oxccpt tho Treasury. 

We venture, thou, respectfully to submit, for Your Excellency's consideration, whether 
tt 1 ? coriie tho Royal School Estates might not bo relieved from the payment ot 
he Masters’ retiriug annuities by having the samo charged on and payable out of 
public moneys. 
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Recommendation. It will be observed that these annuities are necessarily temporary in their nature, 
and will cease on the deaths of the annuitants, two of whom are very old men, and receive 
between them £1,000 a year, and we respectfully submit that, as a temporary measure, 
and as an indirect aid to Intermediate Education in the north of Ireland, these annuities 
should be paid out of public funds. 

Carrsfort. Carysfort Royal School Endowment . — We have distributed a sum of £140 9s. gtf 

among the several Schools entitled to share in this Endowment. They are reported to 
be efficiently conducted, aud we believe the present application of the Endowment to 
be of substantial benefit to the poor inhabitants of the Carysfort district. 

Preston. Preston Endowments : The Preston Queen's Co. Endowment . — The Preston School, 

Abbeyleix, which, as stated in our last Report, was opened in August, 1895, continues 
to increase in numbers and prosperity. We print, Appendix D., No. XI., infra, page 
36, the Report of the Local'School Authority. The total number of pupils at the end 
of the Autumn term, 1896, was 41 , an increase of eight pupils since the previous month 
of April. The periodical reports furnished by the Head Master as to the progress of 
the School are most satisfactory, and we are glad to observe that, in addition to the 
ordinary Intermediate Classes, Civil Service Examination Classes and Commercial 
Classes are carried on with very good results. 

The new school-buildings have been completed, and are in full use : the Head 
Master, however, draws attention to the necessity for further additions and improve- 
ments, for the carrying out of which we regret that we have no funds available. 

leamy. The Leamy Endowments, Limerick . — The Local Boards have received from us a sum 

of £245 4s. 5d. during the year 1896. We believe both the Schools under the Local 
Boards to be efficiently conducted, but we would draw attention to the expediency of 
an Inspector being appointed by Your Excellency to inspect these Schools, under the 
provisions of Section 21 of Scheme No. 95. 

Ranagher and ]j ie Endowments of Banaglier Royal School, and the Diocesan School Funds. —Die 
locesan urn s. w ]jj c jj waa due to the Treasury from the Banagher Endowments having been duly 

paid, the Receiver appointed by the Court was discharged, and the control of the 
Endowments restored to us. During the year, the indebtedness of the Banagher 
Endowments to our general funds, which stood at the sum of £306 12s. lcf., was 
reduced to £258 Ss. 9 a. 

We are still considering how the income of all these Endowments may be applied, 
with the greatest advantage for educational purposes, in the several districts to which 
the same respectively belong. 

Dundalk. Scheme No. 143. The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk . — By this Scheme, 

which came into force on April 22, 1896, the Endowments of the Dundalk Grammar 
School became vested in us, upon trust to apply the same for the benefit of Intermediate 
Education in town and neighbourhood of Dundalk. The Endowments consist of a 
perpetual rent-charge or annuity of £50 per annum payable by the Earl of Roden, 
and the buildings and land known as the Dundalk Grammar School. The Scheme 
provides for the sale of the buildings and land, and charges the income of the Endow- 
ments with an annuity of £30 per annum in favour of the retired Master, Mr. G. W. 
Johnson, M. A. 

We are taking the necessary steps to give effect to the Scheme, and we have con- 
cluded an agreement to sell the School premises to the Dundalk Town Commissioners, 
who intend to use the same for the purposes of a Free Public Library.

Rent Collection. 


In Appendix B, Nos. IV. and V. infra, pp. 16, 17, we give Summaries of our Rentals 
and of our Agents’ Accounts for the year to September — November, 1895. We allowed 
an abatement of 15 per cent, to the non-judicial tenants on the Tyrone Estate, but we 
sanctioned no other general abatement. 

The rent collection for the year to November, 1895, was, on the whole, satisfactory. 
We received over £300 moi - e than the previous year, the abatements given did not 
amount to one-third of those allowed in 1894, and the arrears were reduced by a sum of 
nearly £140. 
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For the year to November, 1896, we have authorized abatements on our 
Fermanagh and Tyrone Estates of 15 per cent, to non-judicial tenants, and although 
the season was undoubtedly adverse, we have reason to anticipate that our receipts in 
respect of that year will not show any material falling off. 

We have, in a previous part of our Report, recorded our apprehension of the serious 
contraction of income which will follow the hearing of pending applications, on three 
of our Estates, for the fixing or re-fixing of judicial rents. 

The sale of our Donegal Estate has been completed, with the exception of one 
tenancy in respect of which a difficulty of title exists. The purchase money in this 
case, however, only amounts to £20. 

Our Cavan and Fermanagh tenants have approached us with a view to the sale to 
them of their holdings under the Land Purchase Acts. The subject is receiving our 
careful consideration. ® 

School Buildings. —We print infra, Appendix E, pp. 38-41, the Reports of the Board 
of Works Surveyors on the condition of the several School Buildings vested in us. 
They are all reported to bo in fair order aud condition.

Repoiit of the Secretary -with respect to the Inspection, for the Year 1895-6, of SCHOOLS claiming 
to sharo in tho Ulster Royal School Endowments. 


Pursuant to tlio terms of my appointment, by TTin Exeollonoy tho Lord Lieutenant, as Inspector of tho 
Schools sharing in tho aliovu-monbioiwtil Endowments, I inspected tho Schools in question between tho 8th 
and 17th of tho month of Ootolxir, 189(5. 

Tho poriod covorod by tho Inupoction was, for all oiihoh, tho school year ending August 1, 1896. 

Considorablo sums of money hnvo Ikswi expended in tho irinintonnnco, repair, and improvement of those 
School premises which urn vested in Local Hoards, or in tho Commissioners in trust for those Boards. All tho 
Schools arc, in goner il, in good onlor and condition, oml aro sulliciontly equipped for tho teaching of tho 
principal subjects included in the Programme of the Intermediate Education Board. I have, however, again 
to draw attention to tho want of adequate provision for tlio experimental teaching of Natural Philosophy and 
Chemistry, and although I cannot say that, having regard to the present ltulcs of tlio Intermediate Board, the 
absence of such provision prevents any of tho Schools from being considered suitably equipped as efficient 
Intermediate Schools, I do not consider any such School to bo sufficiently furnished for preparing pupils to 
commence tho battle of life, which duos not possess tho means of teaching, efficiently, Natural Philosophy and 
other kindred branches of education.

From these figures it will bo soon that, wliilo tlio nunibor of pupils who woro under instruction during the 
past year has not incroasod to auyoxtent, there was a considerable increase of those pupils who were judged to 
be lit for the lutoiiuodinba Examinations. I lmvo satisfied myself that this improvement is real, and 
that it appnm-s to bo principally duo to tho docronso in tho number of ovor-age pupils at the Schools. 
Although tlio proportion of passes to tlio number competing is considerably Icsb than that of the previous year, 
a detailed examination of the marks scored by tlio candidates, and tho investigations made by me on. tho spot, 
m each case, have satisfied mo that tho proficiency of tho pupils was in gonornl greater, from which I infer- 
that the teaching, all round, was of a more satisfactory and solid nuturc ; and l am glad to bear testimony to 
the marked improvement in tho touching of mathematical subjects in certain cases to which I referred laat year. 

The proportion of tlio passes to the average attcndauco lias remained at the same low figure as in tlio- 
previous year, but it is to bo noted that, while in tlio year 1895 it was duo to the presence of a considerable 
number of over-ago pupils, it was caused, during tho year lately oxpired, by tlio accession to the Schools of 
many young pupils who woro but commencing their Intermediate Education, and who will in all probability 
8°> m order, through tho several Intermediate Grades.

Under these circumstances, I consider that the Schools have, in general, made fair progress during the year 
in the educational work which they were destined to carry out. The great majority of the pupils of each of 
the Schools were within the prescribed lirdits of age, and were regularly instructed during the school year in 
the prescribed Intermediate subjects. The remainder comprised a number of under-age pupils who were pre- 
paring for their Intermediate education, some pupils who were studying for University and public examina- 
tions, and some students who were over tho nge of nineteen years. 

The attendance of tho day pupils was, on the whole, good and regular : that of the boarders extended over 
the full school year, except in a few instances. 

The educational results have already been given, aud show that all the Schools fulfilled the conditions 
prescribed by the scheme with regard to the passing of the requisite number of pupils in the prescribed subjects 
at the Intermediate Examinations. 

The teaching staff of the Schools appeared to have been, on tho whole, competent to impart instruction in 
the prescribed subjects. Tho number of teachers at each of tho Schools was adequate, having regard to the 
numbors of the pupils. 

Free Places at tho Schools were duly offered by the Local Boards. The competitions wero, in general, belter 
than those of last year, but in some cases these advantages do not seem to he much appreciated. It might lo 
worth considering whether the necessary amendment of tho Scheme should not bo applied fox’, to enable a 
Local Board, subject to the approval of the Commissioners, to offer, in any year, ono Free Place value £20 
instead of two at £10 each. 

Having regard to the above circumstances, I am enabled to certify, and I beg hei’oby to certify and report 
that, dui’ing the School your ended August 1, 1896, all the Schools maintained by the Local Boards fulfilled 
the necessary conditions to qualify them to share in the Ulster Royal School Endowments.

At the end of tho Summer Term the number of tlio Boarders was 18, and the number of the Day 
pupils 37. 

We havo again to report that no candidates entered for the Freo Place Examination. Tho suggestion of tho 
Commissioners as to tho holding of these examinations in tho summer has been considered. It was found 
impracticable to do so this year, but it is intended to do so in future. 

The House Scholarship for one year voted by the Board was held during 1895 hy H. Badcliff, and at tho 
meeting of the Board bold on December 10tli, 1895, a letter from Mr. J. B. Lonsdale was read, in which he 
offered to contribute 10 guineas for throe yonrs to maintain a Scholarship, provided a similar sum was provided 
by tho Board or Masters. Tho Hnud Master, having stated that he was prepared to contribute a similar sum, 
the Board dccidoil to do likewise. The following Bosolution was adopted : — “ That one Scholarship of 20 guineas 
an(l one of 10 guineas, tenable for orui year each, bo offerod for competition among boys under twelve years of 
age at the next entrance examination.” At tho same timo a vote of thanks to Mr. Lonsdale was passed. 

At the Entrance Examination throe boys competed for those Scholarships, but only ono Scholarship was 
awarded — viz., a Scholarship of 10 guineas to W. Gilliland. 

During tho year covered by this Report .£73 12s. Id. has boon expended on repairs to the lloyal School 
premises. Tho other expenditure fulls chiefly under the following heads : — Local Rates and Taxes ; Insurance ; 
Common Seal for tho Bouvd ; House Scholarship ; and Potty Cash to Hon. Secretary for postage, advertising 
Free Place Examination, & c., <tc. 

No subscriptions or donations lmvo boon received during tho year, but we understand that tho Treasurer 
of the “ Old Pupils Committee ” has a considerable sum in the savings bank, which will be handed over to the 
Board for investment when tho collection is completed.

Free Places . — Two examinations wore hold (the second to enable successful candidates to enter on their 
studies after tlio summer vacation), and at each examination there were three candidates. At the December 
one all tlio candidates passed with merit, and wore awarded Free Places — only two, however, availed themselves 
of the privilege they had secured. At the July examination the candidates were not so well prepared; 
nevertheless the Board admitted two of them, who appeared hopeful and deserving lads, as Free Pupils. 

The Board’s income having been, considerably above tlio average of former years, the Governors were 
consequently able to reduce the Portora debt by paying over to the Commissioners of Education the sum of 
£200 as provided by section GG of tlio Scheme. The Board cannot, however, hope for such a satisfactory 
state of matters in future in consequence of the large reductions now being made on tlio rents of the estate by 
the Land Courts.

In accordance with tho Schonro tho Annual Competitive Examination for Free Places, of which due notice 
was given, was held in June. Four places valuo respectively, .£25, .£ 1 5, .£10, .£10, were offered for compe- 
tition. Eighteen candidates presented themselves, ten of whom secured ovor GO per cent. — the percentage 
required for obtaining a £10 Place. Tho following four pupils wore awarded Free Places : — Michael M'Cawillo, 
90 per cent. ; Francis Duffy, 85 per cent. ; William Haumlerson, 71 per cent.; Francis P. M‘ Anile, 70 per 
cent. Tho Examiners report tho answering of most of the candidates to havo been highly satisfactory. 

Arrangements have been made by tho Board that money prizes bo given ^ for successful answering at the 
Examination held in the School at the oml of each year. 

The Head Master informs us that St. Macarton’s Seminary offered for competition and awarded three Free 
Places to pupils not qualified to compete at tho Examination hold under tho Scheme. 

We understand that the extensive improvements, including ft complete systom of baths, commenced during 
last year, are completed at a total cost of about £1,000.

IX. Tyrone Protestant Board of Education. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

We have the honour of submitting the Report of the Tyrone Protestant Board of Education for the year 
ending July 31st, 189G. 

During the year seven meetings of the Board have been held, and two meetings of the School Committee. 

At these meetings of tho Committee a thorough inspection of the School premises was made, special 
attention being directed to the provision for the accommodation, comfort, and management of boarders, the 
apparatus for teaching, the general organization of the School, and the sanitary arrangements. With these tho 
Committee expressed satisfaction. 

Tho Board lias sustained a serious loss by the retirement, through failing health, and removal from the 
district, of their much-valued Vice-Chairman, James A. Dickinson, Esq,, o.e., who by his practical and dost, 
attention to everything pertaining to the interests of the School, has laid it under deep obligation. 

His successor. Colonel Burgos, u.L,, of Parkauaur, who was previously co-opted and afterwards nominated 
by the Diocesan Council of Armagh, to the vacancy thus created, 1ms since been unanimously elected 
"Vice-Chairman. At tins same time Mr. Love (Hon. See.) was nominated by the General Assembly to the 
vacancy arising from the retirement of Mr. Tlios. II. Aikin, and the names of tho members constituting tho 
Board are as follows: — James Brown. Esq., Chairman; Col. George H. Burges, n.L., Vice-Chairman; Rev. 
Lewis lliclmrds, ».n. ; Rev. II. B. Wilson, u.n. ; Major Burleigh Stuart; James Dickson, Esq.; William

The principles on which I, as 
your servant, conduct the School are : — 

(*)■ Divided Religious Instruction [9.30-10 a.m.] : — 

Protestants (in separate Class-rooms). 

Catholics (in separate Class-rooms). 

(&)• Undivided Secular Instruction (10-3 p.m., with a half-hour’s break for recreation 12.30-1 p.m.). 
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In School and out of School (play-ground and other recreation, extern or intern) I rigidly adhere to the 
Bystem — novel, perhaps, in Irish education — of personally being in touch with all the boys committed to my 
care, my object being to promote the highest aim of all education, viz., the training of moral power and the 
ability to seek the right and to do the right. 

There are, in my humble opinion, many wants in the existing School Buildings and Premises, wants whose 
presence are necessary for the successful carrying out of a higher education, viz. : — 

Attached extensive recreation grounds, ball-alley or racquet court, covered play-ground (against bad weather 
days), physical and chemical laboratories and appliances, sanatorium, Ac. With even the present status of 
the School some of the foregoing are of immediate necessity, others of ulterior necessity with the * continued 
growth of the School, of which — with these additions — I have all good hopes. 

I would respectively suggest that the Local School Authority lose no time in putting forth efforts to 
secure the sanction and approval of these necessiiry additions by the Commissioners of Education, and their 
construction or erection out of the funds of the Preston Endowment in accordance with the provisions of 
Scheme No. 1IL 

Our numbers now embrace pupils from Dublin, Cork, King's County, Kilkenny, and many parts of the 
Queen’s County (no fewer than four already coming from Maryboro’, whence we may expect un increase), and 
with the addition of the improvements suggested there is every prospect of the Preston School attracting 
nupils from the Queen’s County and elsewhere.

Reports of tho Board of Works' Surveyors on the Buildings vested in and belonging to the 
Commissioners. 


I. Armagh Royal School. 

I beg to report that this school is in a very good state of repair. The internal and external painting was 
done in July, 1895. 

The roof over walk at back of schoolroom is in a bad condition ; the gutter against schoolroom wall is not 
water-tight and is injuring the plaster of school ; somo of the rafters are rotten, and the lath and plaster ceil- 
ing wants renewing. 

Some repairs are required to main roofs and eaves gutters, and chimneys require pointing, the blocking 
course of west chimney requires to be renewed. Some of the rooms require limewashing.

II. Cavan Royal School. 

Dundalk, 16th February, 1897. 

I marie an inspection of the above on the 12th inst., and found that the following items have been done 
since Mr. Kirkcr inspected it in September, 1893. The front elevation, Head Master’s dining and draw- 
ing rooms, entrance hall and port of staircase, and the dormitory over school were painted in 1895. A new 
cubicle was erected for Assistant Master in dormitory, and Head Master's dining and drawing rooms were 
papered at the same time. Tho Head Master’s study was done tip four years ago. 

The remaining external and internal paint work requires renewal, some of it being in a bad state. Tho 
east front requires to be re-coloured. 

The roofs are in fair order, but require a few slight repairs. There is no appearance of leaks at present. 
Eaves gutters and down pipes should be cleaned out, leaks staunched and adjusted where necessary. The 
external dashing requires some patching in places. 

Woodwork of external doors and gates where decayed should he renewed. It would be advisable when 
funds permit to replace the present pan-closet water closets with suitable sanitary fittings.

With regard to the condition of tlio school promises, I bog to report as follows 'L’lio walls and roofs of 
buildings generally are in good order. Tho walls of tlio rero wing, which uro dashed, require two coats of 
cement work. 

The portions of tho building oajuipiod by tlio Head uiul Assistant Masters are in fairly good order intornally, 
as also arc tho school-rooms and Kitchen premises, as also tho dormitories which aro in occupation. Several of 
the rooms which were unoccupied at tlm time of tlm last inspection havo boon painted and repaired aud are 
in use. Tho windows have been overhauled and put in working order. Tho closets have been put in working 
order two sots of Menlo’s earth closet apparatus having boon supplied to boys’ range. 

The suggestions as to stables in last report have been acceded to. 

The v/all of ball-alley has been rebuilt in a substantial manner, and tho outbuildings and shod removed, as 
suggested in former report. 

The external cistern, mentioned as being insecure, has been removed nl together, tho showor bath which it 
supplied being no longer required. 

The plumbing work has boon overhauled, and is now in a satisfactory condition. 

The library and room over same have been repaired and decorated, as also several of tho rooms formerly 
reported to bo disused ; only two are now not occupied. 

The remarks in formor report as to sanitoriuin still apply. 

A considerable amount of work in tho way of restoration and repair has boon done since the last report, 
and the building generally is in a much better condition than at tho date of previous inspection. 

A. dividing wall has been built between boys’ and girls’ yards, as indicated in pencil on plan. 

It would be well to have the woodwork and ironwork of those portions of building, which have not been 
painted since last report, cleaned down and painted, and any dofeotivo woodwork in cilia, <fcc., out out and. 
removed, and the ceilings mid walls whitewashed, &<i.

IV. Enniskillen Endowed School. 

With reference to tlio above, 1 beg to veport that sinee Mr. JCirker’s report of the 15th June, 1894, the 
drainage reform! to has been completed, a now drain having been laid from the school-yard to tho lake. 

The plaster ceiling of school room has been removed, and a sheeted coiling stained and varnished substituted. 
The schoolroom has also been painted mid decorated. 

The halls, staircases, lobbies, corridors, aud passages of residence have been painted, and tho walls papered 
and varnished. Portion of back wall of school has been comonfc plastered. 

The Head Master (Dr. Higgs) lias erected a lath and plaster partition across large bedroom (to form a 
passage to next room) at his own expense. 

Three dressing-rooms containing lockers, centre holich, and seats round same, and heated with hot-water 
pipes, liavo lately been erected at a cost of .£150, towards which Dr. Higgs contributed £100, and the 
Committee tho remainder. 

The roofs aro in a good state of repair, excepting the perch roofs, the one to tlm school premises being the 
worst ; it requires to ho re-slated and (lashed with a proper discharge pipe from valley gutter to outside. 

Tho plastering is broken in all rooms uf school promises and requires patching, and most walls and ceilings 
require liinewaslung. 

Some internal painting requires to be done, and all the sitting-rooms of school require re-papering ; also 
sitting-rooms of residence ; one teacher's sitting-room requires a iioav grate. 

External painting and colouring requires to be renewed.

I beg to report that I made an inspection of the above to-day and find that the following repairs are 
required to be done to place the building in a proper state of repair, viz. : — 

School-room — Whiten ceiling. 

Basement generally — Limevash walls and ceiling. 

Canon Keene’s bedroom — Paper and paint and whiten ceiling. 

Spare bedroom — Paint. 

Servants’ bedroom — Paper and paint and whiten ceiling, also repair floor and ceiling. 

Dining-room — Whiten ceiling. 

Exteriob. 

New door from yard to garden. 

Renew defective pointing, dashing and coping and yard walls. 

Stables — Repair woodwork of doors and frames. 

The roof over same is much sagged but does not appear to bo leaking. 

School yard — The store in this yard is in bad repair. 

Roofs — The main roofs appear generally to be in good repair, but some pointing to ridge tiles is 
required, and the joints of eaves gutters should be staunched where leaking.
